However, 
even if you are not active on meteor scatter, it is worth keeping an eye out for possible 
fireballs visible in the night sky if you are out and about. 


GreenCube AMSAT Survey 

GreenCube is an amateur satellite in medium earth orbit. It has an on-board Automatic 
Packet Reporting System (APRS) digipeater which has proved to be very popular with 
amateur satellite operators globally. It has the AMSAT designator Italy Oscar 117. S5 Labs 
based in Rome, Italy is the team behind this. They have announced a survey seeking 
feedback regarding experiences using GreenCube. The results will be presented in the next 
International Astronautical Congress which will be held in Baku, Azerbaijan next month. 
Every callsign and name included in the survey will be acknowledged in the paper and 
presentation.

Propagation Update 

Over the coming day or two, there is a minor to moderate risk of a short-lived radio 
blackout due to active sun regions that rotated into Earth’s view. However, HF conditions 
are expected to be generally good with low noise otherwise. On VHF, after the good 
weather this weekend and good lift conditions, the tropospheric ducting forecast indicates a 
decline in tropo ducting in the first few days after this weekend.
